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Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  beds 
available  at  Highfield  Hospital, 
Droitwich,  were  inadequate  for  the 
large  number  of  urgent  cases 
requiring  operative  treatment,  the 
Committee,  having  satisfied  them¬ 
selves  that  adequate  protection  for 
the  safety  of  patients  and  staff  is 
available  at  Edmund  Street,  decided 
to  re-open  the  first  floor  of  the 
Hospital ;  making  available  forty 
beds  for  the  admission  of  patients.

NINETY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


HE  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  sub- 


JL  mitting  the  Ninety-Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital, 
together  with  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account,  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1940. 

The  intensive  enemy  air  raids  over  Birmingham  in  the 
autumn  of  1940  had  a  profound  effect  on  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  and  its  immediate  policy. 

In  October  a  particularly  heavy  night  raid  caused  fierce 
fires  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  during  which  the  responsible 
authorities  advised  the  evacuation  of  all  patients  and  the 
staff.  The  evacuation  was  successfully  accomplished  by 
means  of  the  ambulances  of  the  Birmingham  Hospital  Con¬ 
tributory  Scheme  and.  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  and 
praise  is  due  to  the  Hospital  staff  and  to  all  concerned  for 
most  gallant  behaviour  under  difficult  and  dangerous 
conditions. 

Fortunately  the  Hospital  escaped  with  slight  damage 
only,  but  it  was  clear  that  its  situation  in  the  centre  of  the 
city,  subject  at  the  time  to  persistent  bombing,  was  highly 
dangerous,  and  the  Committee  decided  that  they  were  not 
justified  in  admitting  patients  for  any  lengthy  period,  although 
adequate  shelter  accommodation  had  been  provided  and 
satisfactory  arrangements  made  for  the  safety  of  patients  and 


staff. 


During  the  search  for  alternative  accommodation  an 
approach  was  made  to  the  Birmingham  Hospital  Saturday 
Fund.  It  was  met  with  a  most  generous  response,  with  the 
result  that  part  of  their  Highfield  Hospital  at  Droitwich 
was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee,  and  is  now 
available  for  the  admission  of  patients  requiring  operative 
treatment.  The  treatment  of  out-patients  is  continued  at 


Edmund  Street.  At  the  present  time  patients  are  trans¬ 
ported  daily  to  Droitwich  bv  the  Birmingham  Hospital 
Contributory  Scheme  Ambulance  Service,  and  there  undergo 
their  operations  and  after-treatment.  During  the  period 
16th  December  to  31st  December,  1940,  thirty-eight  patients 
were  admitted  to  the  Highfield  Hospital.

IN-PATIENTS 

There  was  a  decrease  of  72  in  the  number  of  in-patients 
treated  in  1940,  as  compared  with  1939. 

The  daily  average  number  of  in-patients  was  50  76,  compared 
with  57-84,  and  the  average  stay  12-06  as  against  12  5  days. 
The  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  1940  is  due 
to  the  conditions  mentioned  above. 

OUT-PATIENTS 

The  number  of  new  out-patients  registered  during  1940 
was  7,294,  and  the  attendances  41,657,  as  compared  with 
8,078  new  cases  and  41 ,716  attendances  in  1939.  The  number 
of  old  cases  treated  during  the  year  was  17,419,  as  against 
17,000  in  1939. 

The  Eye  Hospital  and  the  Ear  and  Throat  Hospital,  close 
neighbours,  have  entered  into  an  arrangement  to  use  each 
other’s  Out-patients’  Department  if  either  is  put  out  of 
action,  as  a  result  of  enemy  air  raids.  At  the  present  time 
full  use  is  being  made  of  the  Out-Patient  Department  at  the 
Hospital  in  Edmund  Street.

PRIVATE  CASES 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  private  wards 
during  1940  was  305,  as  compared  with  242  admitted  the 
previous  year.  The  daily  average  beds  occupied  was  5 -08, 
and  the  average  stay  of  each  patient  5 ‘98  days,  as  compared 
with  a  daily  average  of  4'67  and  an  average  stay  of  7-12  days 
for  1939.  Admissions  to  the  private  wards  in  the  Hospital 
ceased  on  the  26th  October,  1940.  Arrangements,  however, 
are  in  hand  to  resume  admission  of  private  patients. 

RECOVERY  HOME 

The  number  of  patients  transferred  last  year  from  the 
Main  Hospital  to  complete  their  cure  at  the  Recovery  Home 
was  307,  as  compared  with  269  patients  in  1939.  The  daily 
average  of  beds  occupied  was  1 1  •  73,  and  the  average  stay  of 
each  patient  13-77  days,  as  compared  with  a  daily  average 
of  12-23  and  an  average  stay  of  1 6  53  days  for  1939. 

IMPROVEMENTS 

During  the  year  the  Nurses’  Home  has  been  completely 
redecorated.  New  baths,  wash  basins,  and  furniture  have  been 
provided. 

These  improvements  were  much  appreciated  by  the  Nursing 
Staff. 

AIR-RAID  PRECAUTIONS 

The  Committee  have  also  increased  the  protection  of  the 
Hospital  from  damage  likely  to  be  caused  by  air  raids  by  the 
erection  of  brick  revetments  in  place  of  the  original  sandbag 
walling.  All  fire  fighting  appliances  have  been  overhauled, 
and  the  number  increased,  and  as  the  Staff  have  had 
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instruction  in  dealing  with  incendiary  bombs,  the  Hospital 
should  be  sufficiently  protected  from  danger  from  fire. 

At  considerable  expense  air-raid  shelters  for  the  patients 
and  staff  have  been  provided.  The  shelters  are  very  strongly 
constructed  and  are  supplied  with  adequate  sanitary 
arrangements  and  ventilation. 

In  addition,  a  comfortable  sleeping  bunk  has  been  provided 
for  each  patient  and  member  of  the  staff,  who  may  be 
compelled  to  take  refuge  in  the  shelter  during  an  air  raid. 

FINANCE 

Reviewing  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account,  the 
income  for  the  year  was  £17,220  5s.  10d.,  and  the  expenditure

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  COMMITTEE  FOR  1940. 


The  surgical  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  carried  out 
under  trying  conditions  since  the  evacuation  of  in-patients 
in  October  from  Edmund  Street.  This  has  introduced  a  new 
principle  in  that  operations  are  being  carried  out  at  Highfield 
Hospital,  situated  at  Droitwich  some  twenty  miles  away. 
Operative  and  nursing  facilities  there  have  proved  efficient, 
but  weather  conditions  this  winter  have  been  extremely 
severe  and  the  transport  of  surgical  staff  and  patients  to  and 
from  Droitwich  has  often  been  a  serious  problem.  As  an 
experiment  the  scheme  has  been  interesting  in  showing  the 
difficulties  of  treating  one’s  patients  in  the  country,  where 
undoubtedly  they  convalesce  from  operations  more  rapidly 
than  in  the  centre  of  the  City.

BIRMINGHAM  AND  MIDLAND 

EAR  AND  THROAT  HOSPITAL. 


Extracts  from  the  Laws. 

I.  This  Hospital  shall  be  called  “  The  Birmingham  and  Midland 
Ear  and  Throat  Hospital.” 

III.  The  object  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  the  treatment  of  those 
suffering  from  diseases  of  the  Ear,  Throat,  Nose  and  adjacent  parts, 
who  are  unable  to  pay  for  the  necessary  medical  treatment. 

IV.  The  Hospital  shall  be  supported  by  voluntary  contributions 
and  subscriptions. 

V.  The  Governors  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  the  following  :  Donors 
of  /25  and  upwards  in  one  sum  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  shall  be 
Governors  for  Life  :  Annual  Subscribers  of  One  Guinea  or  more ; 
Representatives  nominated  by  Firms,  Companies,  Clubs,  and  Societies, 
subscribing  not  less  than  One  Guinea  per  annum — one  Representative 
for  each  body.  Persons  elected  by  an  Annual  or  Special  General 
Meeting  in  consideration  of  any  important  services  rendered  to  the 
Hospital. 

VII.  All  Subscriptions  shall  be  paid  in  advance  for  the  current 
year,  and  shall  become  due  either  on  the  1st  January  or  1st  July  in 
each  year. 


I N-P  AT  I  ENT  DEP  A  RTMENT . 

I.  Patients  who  are  subscribers  to  a  Contributory  Scheme  making 
a  grant  to  the  Hospital  and  their  dependants  will  be  exempt  from  any 
maintenance  or  other  charge  at  the  Hospital.  Other  patients  will  be 
admitted  on  payment  of  a  maintenance  charge  of  10s.  6d.  per  day, 
with  a  minimum  charge  of  /2  2s  This  minimum  charge  to  be  paid 
on  or  before  admission. 


II.  Patients  are  requested  to  bring  Soap,  two  Towels,  Brush 
and  Comb,  Slippers,  and  two  Nightgowns  or  Pyjamas. 

III.  Every  patient  on  admission  shall  have  a  bath. 

IV.  Neither  food  nor  stimulants  of  any  kind  are  permitted  to 
be  brought  into  the  Hospital  by  the  patients  or  their  friends. 

V.  No  food  of  any  kind  to  be  kept  in  the  Wards. 

VI.  No  talking  allowed  in  the  Wards  before  6-30  a.m.,  or  after 
8  30  p.m. 

VII.  All  patients  allowed  to  leave  their  beds  shall  do  so  at  7  a.m. 
in  Summer  and  8  a.m.  in  Winter. 

VIII.  Any  patient  who  is  able  is  allowed  to  go  out  by  permission 
of  the  House  Surgeon  between  the  hours  of  1-30  p.m.  and  3-30  p.m. 

IX  All  patients  who  are  able  will  be  expected  to  assist  in  the 
work  of  the  Wards. 

X.  No  clothes  are  allowed  to  be  kept  in  the  Wards.  Patients’ 
clothes  will  be  taken  care  of  during  their  stay  in  the  Hospital. 

XI.  Patients  are  allowed  to  see  friends  every  Sunday,  from 
1-30  to  3-30  o’clock  p.m.,  not  more  than  two  being  admitted  at  one 
time  and  not  more  than  four  on  one  day. 

XII.  Patients  are  not  allowed  to  have  Visitors  on  any  other 
than  the  Visiting  Day,  without  permission  from  the  Matron  or  the 
House  Surgeon. 

XIII.  Strict  obedience  to  these  Rules  is  required,  under  a  penalty 
of  dismissal. 


OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT. 

I.  Out-patients  are  admitted  on  payment|of  a  Registration  Fee 
of  5s.,  and  are  entitled  therefor  to  four  weeks’  treatment. 

II.  Subscribers  to  a  Contributory  Scheme  making  a  grant  to  the 
Hospital  will  be  exempt  from  payment.
